describing a resource, and the markup language comprising an element class, the 
element class comprising a shape class, an image class, a video class, and a canvas 
class, and the object model comprising a base visual object which is a container for 
graphical content, a container visual object which is a visual object that does not directly 
contain graphical content but contains one or more child drawing visual objects, and 
drawing visual objects which are visual objects that can contain graphical content and 
which comprise child objects which are organized in a zero-based, z-order space.
